Drowning 
in Debt?

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Guilty plea 
entered in 
impaired 
driving case 

trial Beverlee Jayne Russell 
pleaded guilty on Wednes¬ 
day to impaired driving 
causing the death of a Cole 
Harbour man and injuring 
several others. 

Russell pleaded guilty at 
Dartmouth provincial court 
to one count of impaired 
driving causing death, 
three counts of impaired 
driving causing bodily 
harm, and one of failing to 
stop at the scene of an acci¬ 
dent, a spokeswoman with 
the Nova Scotia Public Pros¬ 
ecution Service said. 

On Aug. 3, 2009, Russell, 
a 54-year-old Cole Harbour 
resident, allegedly fled the 
scene of one collision 
before causing a second, 
multi-vehicle crash that 
claimed the life of 57-year- 
old retired teacher Gary 
Pfinder and seriously 
injured two others. 

She was arrested and 
charged on Aug. 10, and or¬ 
dered to undergo a psychi¬ 
atric assessment the follow¬ 
ing day. She was deemed 
mentally fit to stand trial. 

Police allege alcohol was 
a factor in both accidents. 

She will be sentenced at 
Dartmouth provincial court 
on June 2. 

Russell still faces several 
other charges, but it’s 
unclear whether they will 
be withdrawn because of 
these guilty pleas. 

Pending charges include 
manslaughter, causing 
death by criminal 
negligence, two charges of 
dangerous operation of a 
motor vehicle, and 
multiple counts of criminal 
negligence causing bodily 


harm.

Balanced budget in 4 years? 

Steele reveals NDP goal to get out of the red in 2013-14

Wednesday, saying that 
lower taxes would mean 
less money for services. 

“We cannot in this 
province have a conversa¬ 
tion about taxes that is di¬ 
vorced from what it is 
those taxes pay for,” he 
said. 

“Where do people think 


that I spend your money? I 
spend it on teachers and 
nurses and paramedics 
and roads and snow plow 
operators. How much of 
that stuff don’t you want 
to have anymore? When 
somebody says to me tax 
cut, what I hear is service 
cut.” 


Think-tank’s take 

• Right-wing think-tank the 
Atlantic Institute for Market 
Studies released its own re¬ 
port on how to get back to 
balanced budgets Wednes¬ 
day. The report centred 
around heavy cuts to gov¬ 
ernment and the public 
service, eliminating red 
tape and loosening regula¬ 
tions, and instituting a rev¬ 
enue-neutral tax system 
with the lowest corporate 
taxes in the country. 


After the speech, Steele 
told reporters the cost sav¬ 
ings came from higher- 
than-expected revenue and 
reduced spending after de¬ 
crees from government. 

Steele has been tight- 
lipped about Tuesday’s up¬ 
coming budget, with the 
back-to-balance date being 
the first piece to be re¬ 
leased early. 

“I’m at the stage where 
if you asked me if I were 
going to deliver the budget 
dressed as the Easter Bun¬ 
ny, I would neither con¬ 
firm nor deny it,” he joked 
with the chamber. 


What the opposition would do with

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The NDP plans to get back 
to balanced budgets in 
four years, give or take a 
year depending on luck. 

Finance Minister Gra¬ 
ham Steele unveiled the 
target at a Halifax Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce lunch¬ 
eon Wednesday. The goal 
is to have the 2013-14 
budget balanced, though 
Steele said that could hap¬ 
pen one year earlier or lat¬ 
er depending on unfore¬ 
seen circumstances. 

Steele also unveiled this 
year’s deficit has fallen 
$100 million from first es¬ 
timates and $35 million 
from projections just three 
months ago. On the last 
day of the fiscal year, 
Steele said the total deficit 
will be about $490 million. 

The NDP has come un¬ 
der fire from opposition 
parties for the two per 
cent HST hike widely be¬ 
lieved to be included in 
next week’s budget. They 
say it will hurt families 
and slow economic 
growth. 

Steele responded

es this year. The Tories 
claim they’d balance the 
budget. 

“I would absolutely bal¬ 
ance the budget this year,” 
said Toiy finance critic Al¬ 
lan MacMaster, adding his 
party would do so without 
any tax increases. 

He said he didn’t like the 


word “cuts” but govern¬ 
ment could curtail expens¬ 
es without slashing jobs. 

“If we can’t raise taxes ... 
then we have to start living 
within our means,” he 
said. 

Last spring, Darrell Dex¬ 
ter promised to balance 
the budget without tax 
hikes or cuts. After being 
elected premier, he had to 
admit that wasn’t going to 
happen. 

On Wednesday, Finance 
Minister Graham Steele 


said the government hopes 
to balance the books by 
the 2013-14 fiscal year. 

Liberal finance critic Leo 
Glavine didn’t give a spe¬ 
cific timetable for when 
the province should get 
out of the red, but did pro¬ 
pose cutting personal in¬ 
come tax. 

“It’s one of the areas 
where most governments 
are afraid to be bold,” he 
said. 

“But I think these are the 
areas that we need to ex-

amine to inject people 
spending and adding to 
the economy.” 

Glavine said income tax 
cuts, especially for poorer 
Nova Scotians, would be 
reinvested as direct eco¬ 
nomic stimulus. 

He also criticized the 
government for continu¬ 
ing to funnel money into 
the industrial expansion 
fund and for giving money 
to pulp companies, which 
he called a “sunset indus¬ 
try.” 


No special 
gas prices for 
N.S. retailers, 
board rules 

business A regulator has 
turned down a request to 
create a separate price 
zone for Nova Scotia gas 
retailers who say they are 
losing business to lower- 
priced counterparts in 
New Brunswick. 

The Nova Scotia Utility 
and Review Board says in a 
decision released Wednes¬ 
day there’s evidence there 
is still a viable local 
market for Nova Scotia 
gasoline — even if 
consumers have to pay 
five to six cents a litre 
more due to higher sales 
taxes. 

The board says some 
smaller stations in 
Amherst and Springhill 
may close because of the 
price differences, but it 
says it doesn’t have a man¬ 
date to maintain the total 
number of existing 
stations. 

Dave Collins, vice-presi¬ 
dent of Wilson Fuel Co. 
Ltd., criticized the 
decision. 

“There’s a lot of retail 
businesses in Amherst 
that are very disappointed 
in this decision because 
they’ve been struggling 
against a much more 
favourable retail environ¬ 
ment in New Brunswick,” 
said Wilson, whose firm 
owns retail outlets in 
Amherst and in nearby

Gun amnesty 
program to 
take place 
in April 

firearms Police across the 
province are coming 
together to reduce the 
number of firearms in No¬ 
va Scotia. 

For the first time the 
RCMP and municipal 
police forces in Nova Sco¬ 
tia are partnering together 
in a gun amnesty program 
that will take place 
throughout April. 

The program is to 
encourage citizens in the 
province who have unwant¬ 
ed firearms or ammunition 
to surrender them without 
cost or penalty. 

“Any action we can take 
to remove firearms from 
our streets will ultimately 
enhance the safety of our 
communities,” RCMP

“Ensuring the guns do not 
fall into the hands of those 
looking to commit crimi¬ 
nal acts.” 

Last November, Halifax 
police conducted a gun 
amnesty program through¬ 
out HRM and more than 
1,000 various types of 
firearms and 10,000 rounds 
ammunition were 
collected. 

In the program, a free 
digital camera was provid¬ 
ed as an incentive for each 
person who surrendered 
his or her gun.

Several shots fired at home 


No one hurt as residence also hit by unexploded Molotov cocktail

Shots were fired at a 
Cherry Brook residence 
early Wednesday 
morning, marking another 
shooting in HRM. 

Several shots were fired 
at 4 Apple St. just after mid¬ 
night. The neighbouring 
residence at 5 Apple St. was 
also struck by a stray bullet. 
A homemade incendiary de¬ 
vice — a Molotov Cocktail 
— was also thrown at the 
house, but did not cause 
any damage. 

According to police 
spokesman Cpl. Joe Taplin, 
four people were in the mo¬ 
bile home at the time of the 
shooting, and no one was 
injured. Residents reported 
hearing a vehicle peel away 
after the shots were fired. 

Residents of 4 Apple St. 
and several neighbouring 
homes declined to speak 
with Metro yesterday. 

One neighbour, however, 
indicated the occupants 
were new to the street. 

Taplin said police are in¬ 
vestigating whether the inci¬ 
dent is related to two recent 
shootings in North Preston. 

On March 22, several 
shots were fired at the 
home of Roger Santrevo 
Downey on Cain Street. Six 
days later, shots were fired 
at the reported home of 
Marchello Williams. 

Downey recently had an 
attempted murder charge 
dropped in relation to the 
shooting of Williams last

fall. 

“We’ll be looking to see if 
there’s any relation with 
this shooting to the other 
incidents over the past 10 
days,” Taplin said. “(But) this 
one was different, where 
the (Molotov) cocktail was 
located in the front lawn.” 


Taplin said it appears the 
incendiary device was lit, 
but failed to ignite after hit¬ 
ting the house. 

Taplin said the recent es¬ 
calation in violence is trou¬ 
bling to police, especially 
with bystanders being put 
in harm’s way. 


“We’ve had three inci¬ 
dents and nobody’s been 
hurt,” Taplin said. “(But) if 
(4 Apple St.) was the target, 
well then the next door 
residence got struck by a 
bullet as well ... some¬ 
body’s going to be serious¬ 
ly hurt here, or killed.” 


Man faces 
charges after 
weapons call 

Dartmouth Charges have 
been laid against a 
Dartmouth man in connec¬ 
tion with a weapons call 
this week. 

Halifax Regional Police 
say Jeffrey Ethelbert 
Allison, 53, has been 
charged with unlawful con¬ 
finement, assault, 
possession of a dangerous 
weapon and unsafe storage 
of a firearm.

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Avalanche death toll rises to 10 

There's been another fatal avalanche in B.C., bringing the death toll from slides in the province's backcountry this season to 10. The Canadian Avalanche

The doctor is in... but 
will you have to pay? 


Will you face a user fee 
every time you visit the 
doctor? 

Ottawa may have to de¬ 
cide whether provinces 
can start charging patients 
for trips to the doctor now 
Quebec has announced 
plans to bill $25 per visit. 

In a move that could 
have a ripple effect across 
the country, Quebec — in 
its budget Tuesday — said 
it’s considering a de¬ 
ductible for each trip to 
the doctor. 

It even raised the possi¬ 
bility the rest of Canada 
might want to follow suit 
in what would be a signifi¬ 
cant shift for the universal 
health system. 

Quebec claims the de¬ 
ductible is in line with the 
Canada Health Act. But

health-care expert Antonia 
Maioni says Quebec’s pro¬ 
posal may indeed go 
against the law. 

“It looks like a user fee,” 
said Maioni, a political sci¬ 
entist at McGill 
University who 
specializes in 
health policy. 

“It’s trying to 
put a fee on uti¬ 
lization, and if 
that’s the case it’s 
going to come 
against the Canada Health 
Act.” 

She says federal Health 
Minister Leona Aglulckaq is 


the only person with the 
authority to declare such 
deductibles illegal. 

“The only way the Cana¬ 
da Health Act can be acti¬ 
vated, in terms of slapping 
down the provinces, is if 
the minister of health de¬ 
cides there is a contraven¬ 
tion,” said Maioni, director 
of McGill’s Institute for the 
Study of Canada.

Teen accused of selling 
7-year-old sister for sex 

“I know there’s a place in hell for all the 
people that participated in this.” 

Trenton, N.J., Mayor Doug Palmer 


A 15 -year-old New Jersey 
girl set up her seven-year- 
old stepsister to have sex 
with as many as seven 
men and boys at a 
weekend party near their 
home and also accepted 
money for herself, police 
said. 

Trenton police Capt. 
Joseph Juniak said Wednes¬ 
day that the older girl start¬ 
ed by taking money to have 
sex with several men at a 
party in a high-rise apart¬ 
ment Sunday. The teen then 
gave some of the money she 
had collected to the younger 
girl to let the men start 
touching her, Juniak said. 

“It went from touching to 
straight out assault and 
rape,” Juniak said. 

The child later put on her 
clothes and left the apart¬ 


ment; her sister stayed. Two 
women found the child ciy- 
ing outside the apartment 
and walked her home. 

The teen is charged with 
aggravated sexual assault, 
promoting prostitution and 
other crimes. Her name was 
not released because of her 
age. She was being held in a 
juvenile detention facility. 

A spokeswoman for the 
county prosecutor’s office 
said prosecutors would seek 
to have the teen tried as an 
adult. Police believe as many 
as a dozen people were at 
the party. They are trying to 
track down the men and 


boys who attended and addi¬ 
tional arrests are expected. 

The child was treated at a 
hospital, and police said 
child protective services is 
working with the family to 
get her psychological help. 

Trenton Mayor Doug 
Palmer called the crime 
“sickening” and said it was 
among the worst he’s seen 
in his 20 years as mayor. 

“The police are taking this 
personal,” the mayor said. “I 
know there’s a place in hell 
for all the people that partic¬ 
ipated in this, and I’m sure 
they will get there.”

Rural customs in spotlight 
after grisly find in China 


dead bodies Rural tradi¬ 
tions of abandoning dead in¬ 
fants may have played a role 
in the case of 21 babies’ bod¬ 
ies found along a river in 
eastern China, apparently 
dumped by hospital mortu- 
aiy workers. 

The little bodies — at least 
one stuffed in a yellow bag 
marked “medical waste” — 
were found floating and 
strewn along the bank of a 
river on the outskirts of Jin- 
ing city in Shandong 
province last weekend. 

Police detained two mor¬ 
tuary workers at a 
hospital who 
were paid by the 
babies’ families 
to dispose of the 
bodies. 

Hospital proce¬ 
dures normally call 
for families to take 
away dead infants, the Shan¬ 
dong province-based Qilu 
Evening News reported. 
However, the death of a 


young child is considered 
bad luck among some rural 
families, and the body is of¬ 
ten abandoned or buried in 
unmarked graves. 

Some local customs go 
even further. When a baby 
dies, the family bums its 
clothes, toys and photos — 
anything that would remind 
them the child ever existed. 
The traditions stem from 
China’s agrarian past, 
where child deaths were 
common, and not consid¬ 
ered something to dwell on

Rewriting cultural norms is the answer

When it comes to sexual 
assault, blaming the victim 
is nothing new. We’ve all 
heard it before: Her skirt 
was too short; she should¬ 
n’t have been out alone; 
she was asking for it. 

But as I perused the 
headlines online last Fri¬ 
day, I discovered a new 
low: “Rapist hopes victim 
has learned ‘to keep her 
doors locked.’” 

I had to check the head¬ 
line twice to make sure it 


was real before I could 
move on to the article it¬ 
self, about a sentencing 
hearing held for 27-year- 
old Daniel Katsnelson in 
Ontario Superior Court 
that day. 

Katsnelson pleaded 
guilty in January to sexual¬ 
ly assaulting two women 
on the York University 
campus during Frosh 
Week 2007. After scam- 
ming their way into a resi¬ 
dence building, Katsnelson 
and a friend prowled the 
halls, checking for un¬ 
locked doors so they could 
“get lucky.” 

The women Katsnelson 
raped were 17 and 18 at 
the time, just starting uni¬ 
versity. In court on Friday, 
both women read disturb¬ 
ing victim impact state¬ 


ments about the physical 
and psychological pain 
caused by the attacks. 

Afterwards, Katsnelson’s 
own thoughts were re¬ 
vealed by the Crown prose¬ 
cutor, who read from a 
probation officer’s report: 
“(Katsnelson) states he 
hopes some day the victim 
will be able to take away 
something positive from 
this, as he has.” What, ex¬ 
actly? “That now maybe 
she will know to keep her 
doors locked.” 

Are you kidding me? 
With logic like Katsnel- 
son’s, one might expect 
the victims to leap up from 
the stand to thank their 
rapist for teaching them a 
valuable life lesson. Per¬ 
haps they could all shake 
hands as well? 


Real-life bogeymen like 
Katsnelson are the reason I 
grew up afraid of walking 
alone at night, afraid of 
strangers, afraid of almost 
everything. Some nights, 
when I’m home alone, 
there aren’t enough locked 
doors in the world to make 
me feel safe. 

But the answer isn’t 
more locks. The answer is 
change. The answer is 
rewriting our cultural 
norms to build a world in 
which men no longer feel 
entitled to women’s bodies 
and violence isn’t an every¬ 
day occurrence. 

Katsnelson’s sentence 
will be delivered April 14.

Reversing a ban on oil 
drilling off most U.S. 
shores, President Barack 
Obama announced an ex¬ 
pansive new policy 
yesterday that could put 
new oil and natural gas 
platforms in waters along 
the southern Atlantic 
coastline, the eastern Gulf 
of Mexico and part of 
Alaska. 

Speaking at Andrews Air 
Force Base outside Wash¬ 


ington, Obama said, “This 
is not a decision that I’ve 
made lightly.” He spoke of 
the expected outcry from 
environmentalists by say¬ 
ing he had studied the is¬ 
sue for more than a year 
and concluded it was the 
right call given the na¬ 
tion’s voracious thirst for 
energy and the need to 
produce jobs and keep 
American businesses com¬ 
petitive. 


“We’re announcing the 
expansion of offshore oil 
and gas exploration but in 
ways that balance the 
need to harness domestic 
energy resources and the 
need to protect America’s 
natural resources,” Obama 
said, standing in front of a 
Navy F-18 fighter sched¬ 
uled to fly on Earth Day 
with a half-biomass fuel 
mix.

Manufacturing gives economy a boost 


The stalwart Canadian 
economy marched 
doggedly forward in Janu¬ 
ary, growing faster than 
anticipated thanks to a 
healthy boost from a man¬ 
ufacturing sector that ap¬ 
peared to be in full 
rebound from the 
recession. 

The month’s 0.6 per cent 
rise in real gross domestic 
product, reported Wednes¬ 
day by Statistics Canada, 
was the biggest one-month 
lift in more than two years 
and just ahead of an econo¬ 
mist consensus forecast of 
0.5 per cent. 

“The Canadian recoveiy 
is becoming more fully en¬ 
trenched and is showing 
surprising strength, with 
the goods-producing sector 
in full rebound mode,” 


Douglas Porter, deputy 
chief economist for BMO 
Capital Markets, wrote in a 
note to clients. 

“Importantly, the recov¬ 
eiy looks to be broadening 
beyond the initial push in 
housing and consumer 
spending, as manufactur¬ 
ing has advanced for five 
straight months.” 

The solid improvement 
will likely put more pres¬ 
sure on the Bank of Cana¬ 
da to raise interest rates in 
the next couple of months 
from their historic lows of 
0.25 per cent.” 

The construction sector 
advanced 1.7 per cent, on a 
four per cent increase in 
residential construction 
and a one per cent rise in 
engineering and repair 
work. Non-residential 


^^Imoun^™ 

goods-produc¬ 
ing industries 
grew, largely on the 
strength of manufacturing 
and construction. After a 1.2 
per cent gain in December, 
manufacturing was up 1.9 
per cent in January, with 17 
of 21 major groups advanc¬ 
ing. 

building construction 
bucked the trend, falling 
off a slight 0.5 per cent. 

“These are unambigu¬ 
ously strong results, with 
GDP now rising at a whop¬ 
ping 6.9 per cent annual 
pace over the November- 
to-January period,” Porter 
said. 

“And, the economy has 
already recouped more 


than half of its recession 
losses, with GDP now up 
by 2.7 per cent from last 
May’s low.” 

The loonie rose follow¬ 
ing the announcement, 
moving up 0.43 cents to 
98.52 cents US in morning 
trading. 

Mining and oil-and-gas 
extraction also increased 
in Januaiy. 

The production of servic¬ 
es advanced 0.4 per cent, 
led by wholesale trade. 

Retail trade, the finance 
and insurance sector, 
transportation and the 
public sector also rose. 

Meanwhile, the output 
of real estate agents and 
brokers, some tourism-re¬ 
lated industries as well as 
agriculture and forestiy re¬ 
treated. 


The volume of wholesal¬ 
ing activity increased 2.9 
per cent with all wholesal¬ 
ing trade groups posting 
gains except apparel and 
alcohol and tobacco. 

Value added in the retail 
trade sector rose 0.8 per 
cent in Januaiy. 

Significant increases 
were registered in building 
and outdoor home sup¬ 
plies stores, home furnish¬ 
ings stores as well as food 
and beverage stores. De¬ 
clines were recorded at 
new- and used-car dealers 
and at gasoline stations. 

Porter added that early 
statistics for the month of 
February also look promis¬ 
ing, with the gain of 
60,000 full-time jobs, hous¬ 
ing starts up six per cent 
and auto sales at their

President and CEO Louis 
Vachon told shareholders 
that the prospect of bank 
mergers had fallen off the 
radar screen since the 
2007-08 financial crisis, 
and said the idea of a for¬ 
eign takeover also seemed 
far-fetched. 

There has been specula¬ 
tion over the years that 
smaller banks, like Nation¬ 
al, could be taken over be¬ 
cause they weren’t offered 
the same protections as 
bigger banks under 2000 
reforms by then-finance 
minister Paul Martin. Na¬ 
tional says it will make 
major investments in its 


branch network and em¬ 
ployee training this year, 
as the Quebec-based bank 
seeks to attract new busi¬ 
ness and grow market 
share. Vachon told the an¬ 
nual meeting the bank will 
complete the simplifica¬ 
tion and standardization of 
internal processes and use 
a new information system. 

National said such proj¬ 
ects are intended to gener¬ 
ate immediate gains in 
client satisfaction, sales 
growth and cost cutting. 

“We believe our current 
strategic direction is per¬

Here’s how to shed win¬ 
tertime heaviness in your 
home and welcome spring 
with lightness, airiness 
and space. 

• Clean the windows to 
let the sun shine in. 
Screens may also need a 
scrub to remove dirt. 

• On fine days, open the 
windows and let the mild 


spring air breathe new life 
into your home. Listen to 
the birds. 

• Clean the porch and 
patio of winter grit and put 
away snow shovels, sand 
or salt and other clutter. 

• Open up indoor floor 
space as much as possible. 
Remove furniture that is 
not needed or crowded in¬ 
to a small space, as well as 
piles of magazines, books 
or papers that have accu¬ 
mulated over the winter. 

• Remove heavy, dark- 
coloured curtains and re¬ 
place them with lighter 
sheers or a light-coloured 
curtain, if possible. If priva¬ 
cy or sun protection is not 
an issue, consider leaving 
the windows without win¬ 
dow treatments or with 
just delightfully gauzy 
sheers. If your curtains or 
drapes are not changed 
seasonally, vacuum or 
launder them to remove 
wintertime dust. 


• If you have heavy, dark- 
coloured rugs, consider 
storing them and replacing 
them with lighter cotton 
throws, or sisal rugs. If you 
do not change rugs season¬ 
ally, clean them with a 
non-toxic carpet cleaner. 

• Vacuum upholsteiy. 
Consider using washable 
slipcovers in pastel or 


bright colours or summeiy 
botanical or other prints, 
especially if you have dark- 
coloured or wooly-loolcing 
upholstered furniture. Also 
replace warm, “fuzzy” 
throw cushions and 
throws with light-weight 
alternatives in summery 
shades. 

• Wipe ceiling fans to 


avoid dispersing dust accu¬ 
mulated over the winter. 

• Dust thoroughly, in¬ 
cluding baseboards and be¬ 
hind and underneath fur¬ 
niture. 

• Clean vents on air con¬ 
ditioning vents or window 
units. 

• Bring fragrant and 
colourful spring flowers in¬ 


to the home, including 
forced tulips, narcissus, 
daffodils, or hyacinths. 

• Replace flannel or 

dark-coloured bedding 
with lighter cottons, 
preferably in light patterns 
or shades. Similarly, use 
towels in spring pastels in 
the bathrooms. In the 
kitchen, consider 

sparkling new tea towels. 

• Decor should be light 
and colourful. Consider 
glass vases, bowls of 
lemons or citrus fruits, 
bright plates with floral or 
other summery patterns. 

• Once the weather has 
become consistently 
warmer, wash or launder 
and put away winter coats, 
hat, scarves, gloves and 
boots. Clean and store 
them in waterproof con¬ 
tainers or coverings.

Remakes are a dangerous 
business, and more often 
than not they serve as cau¬ 
tionary tales. Clash of the 
Titans follows this less- 
than-proud tradition, 
updating what’s become 
something of a camp clas¬ 
sic with a lifeless dirge. 

The tale of young Perseus 
(Sam Worthington) leading 


a band of soldiers on a 
quest to save the people of 
ancient Greece from the 
wrath of the gods is told in 
plodding, self-serious tones, 
with our heroes literally 
walking from one action 
set piece to another. 

This is the third block¬ 
buster Worthington has 
fronted in less than a year 
(after Avatar and Termina¬ 
tor Salvation); and if he 
doesn’t crack a smile in 
one, he’ll soon risks over¬ 
staying his welcome. 

Even as a big effects 
movie, Clash of the Titans 
comes up short. While the 
giant scorpions and the 
fearsome Kraken look pret¬ 
ty nifty, the digital effects 
for Medusa wouldn’t be ac¬ 
ceptable in a video game. 


And many of the big bat¬ 
tles are shot so quickly and 
frenetically, it’s hard to tell 
what’s going on — or 
which toga-clad soldier just 
got run through with pin- 
cer. 

That’s not to even men¬ 
tion to 3-D aspect. The film 
was hastily converted in 
post-production to 3-D after 
the success of Avatar, and 
that hastiness shows. 

If anything, Clash of the 
Titans serves as the best ex¬ 
ample of why 3-D movies 
should be made that way 
from the start. If you must 
see Clash of the Titans, see 
it in 2-D.

review Though the title 
might suggest a movie 
about a eurotrash super¬ 
hero, Max Manus is in fact 
a Norwegian war film 
about a resistance fighter 
who is legendary in his na¬ 
tive land. Maximo Guiller¬ 
mo Manus (what a name!) 
joined the war early to 
help Finland fight off the 
Russians and soon became 
an undercover agent in 
Norway during the occupa¬ 
tion. 

Max sabotaged the Nazis 
at an impressively consis¬ 
tent rate, blowing up ships, 
destroying important docu¬ 
ments, and escaping cap¬ 
ture regularly. His stoiy is 
well known in Norway 
where the film smashed 
box office records and it 
should be a pleasant sur¬ 
prise for unsuspecting 
North American audiences 
as well. 

Max Manus is reminis¬ 
cent of last year’s Danish 
war drama Flame And Cit¬ 
ron, which also focused on 
resistance fighters. But 


while that movie was dark 
and depressing, Max Manus 
is a rousing crowd pleaser. 

Max is a classic movie 
hero and watching him 
fight on the battlefield or in 
the streets offers sheer cine¬ 
matic joy. The film plays as 
a popcorn thriller for the 
most part and it’s obvious 
why it was so successful in 
Europe. When Max’s 
friends start to drop off like 
flies in the last act and he 
begins to lose his sanity, the 
filmmakers elevate the ma¬ 
terial above the bang-bang 
thrills, making this a sur¬ 
prisingly rewarding and 
complex little movie. 


The film is the first major 
production from co-direc- 
tors Joachim Ronning and 
Espen Sandberg and they 
prove themselves to be styl¬ 
ish and adept filmmakers 
with a future. 

A distracting love stoiy 
slows down Max and the 
film at times, but given that 
Manus’ widow is still alive 
and advised on the movie, 
her presence is understand¬ 
able. Though Max Manus 
doesn’t exactly break new 
ground in the well-worn 
Second World War action 
genre, it is an impressive 
and entertaining film that 
deserves attention.

Julian Casablancas is hav¬ 
ing a lot of fun without 
The Strokes. Maybe even 
more fun. 

“It’s the less cooks in the 
kitchen thing. It’s a little 
more laidback,” the iconic 
New York band’s frontman 
tells Metro over the phone 
while en route to a taping 
of NBC’s Late Night With 
Jimmy Fallon. 

You can’t blame the 31- 
year-old rocker for being 
mildly chirpy about going 
solo. Released last fall, his 
debut album Phrazes for 
The Young found a warm 
critical reception. And 
right before he kiclcstarted 
his current North Ameri¬ 
can tour, which includes a 
stop in Toronto tomorrow, 
his profile received a solid 
boost from an unlikely 
quarter — a spoofy viral 
video. 

The Boombox clip, fea¬ 
turing a guest spot from 
Casablancas for a song by 
comedian Andy Samberg’s 
band Lonely Island, made 
its debut on Saturday Night 
Live earlier this month and 
sent the blogosphere abuzz 
with praise for not just its 
loving send-up of ’80s sub¬ 
culture but also for 
Casablancas’ equally goofy 
performance. 


It all seems like a blast 
now but Casablancas’ soli- 
taiy effort was not born out 
of the most breezy circum¬ 
stances. 

“Two years after the last 
Strokes record (2006’s First 
Impressions of Earth) when 
we were kind of getting to¬ 
gether to do something 
again, I think three people 
in the band were working 
on solo records,” Casablan¬ 
cas says. “I wouldn’t say I 


was mad. But I didn’t want 
to do a Strokes record un¬ 
der those circumstances ... 
they weren’t really pres¬ 
ent, you know.” 

Absentee bandmates 
proved to be the perfect op¬ 
portunity for Casablancas 
to explore his love for the 
rhythms of the “late ’70s- 
early ’80s” on his own 
terms. “I have lots of sub¬ 
conscious memories from 
the ’80s. Sonically, I was go¬ 


ing for (that). But musically 
I was probably more influ¬ 
enced by bands like Hot 
Chip,” explains Casablan¬ 
cas. 

The synth-driven sounds 
of the record were pretty 
clear in his head and 
Casablancas did not want 
to enlist producers who 
would simply enforce their 
ideas on his songs. But, in 
Jason Lader and Bright 
Eyes’ Mike Mogis,

ories from the ’80s. 
Sonically, I was 
going for (that). 

But musically I was 
probably more 
influenced by bands 
like Hot Chip."

Casablancas found the col¬ 
laborators who could facili¬ 
tate exactly what he was 
looking for. 

“They were just great. If 
you described something 
they could just nail it,” 
Casablancas says. 

Despite the solo success 
and recent reports about 
The Strokes working on 
their fourth album without 
their vocalist, Casablancas 
has good news for fans — 
he is still committed to the 
band that has launched a 
thousand imitators since 
2001’s roclc-reviving Is This 
It. He admits that the 
group’s dynamics “are bet¬ 
ter now than they have 
been in a long time” and 
the album — slated for a 
late 2010-early 2011 release 
— is making progress. 

“It’s about halfway done, 
I guess. It’s crawling there,” 
Casablancas says.

Dude, take a 
vacation. 

Diamond Eyes, Deftones 
(May 18): With bass play¬ 


er Chi Cheng still trying 
to recover from injuries 
sustained in a horrible car 
accident in November 
2008, the band elected to 
shelve the album they 
were working on with 
him — temporarily, they 
hope — and moved on 
with a project featuring 
Quicksand bass player 
Sergio Vega.

Stone Temple Pilots,

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Lemon Ricotta 
Pancakes

PREP TIME: 10 MINUTES 
COOK TIME: 15 MINUTES 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 cup all-purpose flour 
1/4 cup sugar 
11/2 teaspoon baking 
powder 

1/2 teaspoon kosher salt 

1 cup fresh ricotta 
3/4 cup milk 

3 eggs, separated 
olive oil cooking spray 

METHOD: 

In a large bowl, whisk 
flour, sugar, baking pow¬ 
der and salt together until 
well blended, set aside. 

2 In a separate bowl, com¬ 
bine ricotta, milk, egg 
yolks and lemon zest 
together in a bowl and stir 
until smooth. Add to dry 
ingredients and stir until 
just combined. 

3 In a clean dry bowl, beat 
egg whites with an electric 


mixer until soft peaks 
form. With a rubber spatu¬ 
la, fold egg whites into ri¬ 
cotta mixture in two 
batches until just blended. 
4 Preheat a non-stick skil¬ 
let or griddle over 
medium-low heat and 
lightly spray with cooking 
spray. Working in batches, 
ladle V 4 cup batter onto 
the skillet for each 
pancake, being careful not 
to overcrowd the pan. 
Cook until golden on un¬ 
derside, about 1 to 2 min¬ 
utes. Turn over and cook 
until golden and cooked 
through, about 1 minute 
more. Keep pancakes 
warm in 250°F oven while 
remaining batches are 
cooked.
